My 
tongue has never uttered the exprefiions of 
calumny. My fongs of prafe have refound- 
ed inthe plains. ina holy extacy my foul 
has celebrated the bounties of omnipotent Je- 
hovah, the author of univerfal Nature. I 
have extolled his works, the order and har. 
mony vifible in all. I have adored him in 
the wonders of the fky, the verdure of the 
woods, a4 the richnels of the fields. My 
intentions, like my fonzs were ever pure, 
And what is the recompence # have received ; 
poverty, and its infeparable companions, con- 
tempt, and mifery, and grief. Oh! Su- 
preme Juftice are thefe thy decrees?

Anecpote of Dean Swirr. 
R. SACHEVEREL, in confequence of a 
moft inflammatory fermon, preached before 
the Lord Mayor, on November 5, 1709, was 
impeached at the bar of the Houfe of Lords, in 
the name of the Commons of Great Britain, for 
high crimes and mifdemeanors, &c. Having been 
tried before the Lords, and found guilty, he was 
filenced for the {pece of three years,—and his fer- 
mon was condemned to be burnt by the hands of 
the common hangman, which fentence was rigidly 
executed. 

When this affair was over, the Miniftry took 
very little votice of him, and treated him with 
great indifference: bet upon the Rettory of St. 
Andrew's, Holborn, being vacant, the Doétor 
applied to them for that living ; but they paid no 
regard to his folicitation. Upon which he wrote 
to Br. Swift, with whom he had a very flender ac- 
quaiatance, to requeft his intereft with the Go-

| vernment for that parifh ; and fet forth how much 
' he had fuffered for them, and their caufe. 
: Swift immediately carried this letter to Lord Bo-

lingbroke, then Secretary of State, who railed 
much at Sacheverel, calling him a bufy, inter- 
meddling fellow, a prig, and an incendiary, who 
had fet the kingdom in a flame, which could not 
be extinguifhed, and therefore deferved cenfure 
inftead of a reward. To which Swift replied, 
“* True, my Lord ;—bat let me tell you a thort 
ftory. In a fea-fight in the reign of Charles II. 
there was a very bloody engagement between the 
Dutch and the Englifh fleets ; in the heat of which 
a Scotch feaman was very feverely bit by a loufe 
in his neck, which he caught, and ftooping down 
to crack it between his nails, many of the failors 
near him had their heads taken off by achain-fhot 
from the enemy, which fcattered their brains and 
blood about him. On this he had compaffion on the 
poor loufe, returned him to his place, and bid him 
live there at difcretion ; for, as he had faved his 
life, he was bound in gratitude to fave his.” The 
recital of this pat my Lord Bolingbroke into a fit 
of —— ; who, when it was over, faid, “* The 
Jonfe fhall have the living for your ftory ;”” and 
foon after Sacheverel was prefented to it.

Shepberd’s town, of the 7th inft. 

Laft evening came to this town, a young man 
from Cat-Fith, which he left about two weeks ago, 
and who gave us the following, pleafing, and in- 
terefting and important iatelligence, viz.—That 
two days before he left Cat-Fihh, two men arrived 
there from Licking, who informed that they had 
been out with a body of 1300 volunteers on horfe- 
back from Kentucky, under Gen. Scott—that they 
left licking on the expedition a few days before 
Chriftmas—that Gen. Scott difpatched three 
{pies in advance, who, when they arrived about 
13 miles beyond the fpot where General St Clair 
was defeated, difcovered a large body of Indians, 
diverting and enjoying themfelves with the plun- 
der they had taken, riding the bullocks, dancing, 
&c. and appeared to be moftly drunk: that on 
this information being given to General Scott, 
who, with the main body, were a few miles in the 
rear, he divided them into three divifions, advan- 
ced and fell on the enemy by furprize—that the 
conteft was fhort but viétorious on the fide of the 
volanteers ; 700 of the enemy being killed on 
the fpot, all the cannon and ftores in their poffel- 
fion retaken, and the remainder of the oan 
bedy put to flight ; that General Scott, having 
loft but 6 men, returned to Licking in triumph, 
with moft of the cattle, flores, &c. leaving the 
cannon at Fort Jefferfon.—-That General Scott 
had previoufly gone out with 400 men, but finding 
his number infufficient was returning, but meta 
body ‘of goo volunteers, who upon joining him, 
he immediately proceeded in profecution of his ori- 
ginal defign, which fortunately proved foccefsful. 

Our informant further adds, that he faw a Ken- 
tacky newfpaper of the 8th of January, at Mor- 
gan-town, brought by Major Reed, containing 
the account of General Scott’s expedition, which 
correfponded with that given by the two men at 
Cat-Fith, and that General Scott brought in near 
700 icalps.

Extra& of a letter from Briftel, Now, 21. 

** A gentleman juft arrived in the Morning Star, 
Capt. Bolton, of this port, who was on board the 
Princefs, Capt. Baker, when fhe unfortunately 
upfet off the Ifles of Delos,on the coaft of Africa, 
has favoured us with the following!particulars :— 
On Tuefday the 16th of Auguft, about four in the 
morning, a fudden gu‘t of wind arofe, and almoft 
in an inftant upfet the veffel. There were on 
board eleven perfons, including officers, feven of 
whom were providentially faved by their holding 
fait on the fide of the veffel till the maf went; 
the other four were unfortunately drowned. On 
the maft’s breaking the immediately righted, fo 
that they were enabled to get on her deck, their 
bodies being then three parts under water; in 
this firuation fhe continued till the next morning, 
the waves during the whole time beating vehe- 
mently over them—without food, and without 
hopes of procuring any, and almoit exbaafted by 
remaining fo long in fuch adreadful ftuation, their 
horrors can be better felt than defcribed. Find- 
ing the veffel finking, and almoft 40 leagues from 





the thore, they thought it pradent to form a raft 
with her fpars, which they luckily accomplithed, 
and all hopes of procuring affiftance, or regaining 
the veffel being at an eof, they boarded the fame. 
In this deplorable ftate, without the leaft fufte- 
manceagihey continued totally left tothe mercy of 
the fea'for four days and four nights; at length 
they happily difcovered themfelves near land, and 
the furf fortunately drove the raft on a beach. 
Thas fituated, they atcempted to land, which was 
accomplithed by their crawling on their hands atid 
knees, unable to walk, through the want of food ; 
they then laid down on the wet beach end flept 
till the morning, when they were difcovered by 
fone black mer. who were cutting wood, &c. and 
immediately conduéted to a white factory, where 
they met with every fapport neceflary for their re- 
covery. Thus were feven men delivered by Di- 
vine Providence from the jaws of Death after 
faffering hunger and thirft, and inexpreffible fa- 
tigae, for five days and five nights, to the great 
aftonifhment of every one who hath heard, or may 
read this fingular account.”
